WHENCE  COMES  THE  NET  PROFIT? 

The  recently  released  report, 
“The  Free  vs.  Paid  Debate,”  from 
Borrell  &  Associates  Inc.  has 
produced  quite  a  bit  of  discussion  in  the 
newspaper  industry  [“Putting  cash  on  the 
line?”  Oct  29,  p.  7]-  The  report,  which 
explores  the  pluses  and  minuses  of  charging 
for  online  news  content,  concludes  that 
newspapers  will  be  best  served  by  refrain¬ 
ing  from  charging  for  content  right  now. 

With  thorough  research,  the  report  lists 
statistics  for  10  of  the  15  newspapers  that 
are  charging  for  access  today.  Those  statis¬ 
tics  indicate  that,  at  the  most,  a  newspaper 
charging  for  its  online  content  can  expect  to 
get  2.6%  of  its  print  circulation  to  pay  for 
access  to  the  publication’s  Web  site.  While 
respecting  the  research  and  conclusions 
drawn  by  the  report’s  authors,  we  at 
NewsView  Solutions  question  its  assump¬ 
tion  that  “the  ROI  [return  on  investment] 
on  such  a  small  subscriber  base  is  hardly 
worth  calculating.”  The  report  continues, 
“At  the  generally  accepted  rate  of  $60  per 
year  or  $8  per  month,  a  50,000-circulation

newspaper  would  stand  to  gain,  at  best, 
$125,800  in  online  subscription  fees  today.” 

We  acknowledge  that  amount  would 
represent  a  small  percentage  of  total 
newspaper  revenue,  but  feel  it  cannot  go 
unexplored,  especially  in  these  challenging 
economic  times.  As  publishers  look 
everywhere  to  find  ways  to  save  money  and 
make  money,  it  seems  foolish  to  categorize 
$125,800  as  “hardly  worth  calculating.” 

Charging  for  access  is  a  decision  not  to  be 
taken  lightly,  but  it’s  not  a  potentially  fatal 
choice,  either.  Considering  the  papers  that 
are  charging  for  online  access,  what  have 
they  lost,  and  what  have  they  gained? 
Without  specific  financial  results  for  each 
publication,  the  report  suggests  that  online 
advertising  revenue  would  decrease  as  the 
online  audience  decreases,  which  would 
naturally  follow  with  restricted  access. 
However,  the  authors  point  to  three 
examples,  saying  that  page  views  decreased 
75%  at  one  site,  increased  100%  at  the 
second,  and  remained  stable  at  the  third. 
What  have  these  publications  gained? 
Revenue.  While  not  equal  to  print  circu¬ 
lation  revenue,  it  is  nonetheless  revenue 
that  often  covers  the  cost  of  the  enterprise 
and  over  time  will  continue  to  be  produced 
after  the  initial  investment  is  paid  off. 

In  an  industry  that  is  struggling  to 
maintain  or  grow  traditional  revenue 
sources,  find  new  sources  of  revenue,  and 
reduce  expenses,  it  is  a  matter  of  months, 
rather  than  years,  until  publishers  will  not 
be  able  to  afford  to  provide  their  content  for 
fi^  while  continuing  to  invest  money  in 
online  operations.

‘The  Washington  Post’  will  join  ranks 
of  those  raising  their  cover  prices 
to  give  revenue  a  shot  in  the  arm

WASHINGTON 

WITH  The  Washington  Post  planning 
to  make  some  noise  New  Year’s  Eve  by 
raising  its  daily  single-copy-saJes  price  for 
the  first  time  in  20  years,  the  era  of  the  two-bit 
newspaper  appears,  like  2001,  almost  a  thing  of  the 
past.  Other  major  metropolitan  newspapers  that 
have  abandoned  the  quarter-a-copy  pricing  strategy 
this  year  include  the  Los  Angeles  Times  and  the  St. 
Petersburg  (Fla.)  Times,  in  its  core  circulation  area. 

There  are  holdouts  —  such  as  the  San  Francisco 
Chronicle,  the  New  York  Post,  and  The  Seattle  Times 
—  that  will  continue  carrying  a  cover  price  of  25  cents, 
at  least  for  now,  but  the  dismal  advertising  market  has 
publishers  across  the  country  seeking  new  revenue, 
anywhere  and  everywhere  they  can  find  it. 

When  the  Post's  daily  newsstand  cost  goes 
to  35  cents  from  25  cents  on  Dec.  31,  its  rates 
tor  home  delivery  will  remain  unchanged,  at 


a  quarter  a  day  from  Monday  to  Saturday,  with  no 
Sunday  rates  affected. 

The  change  will  leave  the  Post,  with  a  weekday 
circulation  of  759,864  (737,538  under  the  former 
Audit  Bureau  of  Circulations  rules),  charging  less 
than  the  50-cent  daily  price  that  has  become  the 
norm  in  many  newspaper  markets.  With  daily  single¬ 
copy  sales  accounting  for  about  212,000  copies,  or 
roughly  28%  of  the  Posfs  daily  circulation,  the  dime 
increase  would  boost  revenue  by  about  $127,200  a 
week,  assuming  single-copy  sales  volume  remains 
unchanged. 

Executives  at  the  Post’s  hometown  rival.  The 
Washington  Times,  said  they  had  no  immediate 
plans  to  raise  its  newsstand  price  of  25  cents  —  but 
indicated  they  might  be  tempted.  “It’s  really  too  ear¬ 
ly  to  tell,”  said  General  Manager  Richard  Amberg  Jr. 

“We’re  grateful  that  we  could  keep  the  newsstand 
price  at  25  cents  for  so  long,”  said  Post  CEO  and  Pub¬ 
lisher  Boisfeuillet  Jones  Jr.  “We  needed  to  adjust  the 
mix  [of  advertising  and  circulation  revenue]  to  con¬ 
tinue  to  produce  our  quality  newspaper  while  still 
keeping  the  price  as  low  as  practically  possible.” 
Research  indicates  little  sensitivity  among 
consumers  to  single-copy  price  hikes  —  to  a 
point  The  Newspaper  Association  of  Ameri¬ 
ca  (NAA)  surveyed  single¬ 
copy  buyers  last  spring  in  a 
handful  of  cities.  It  found 
99%  of  respondents  agreed 
that  a  newsstand  price  of  25

HILE  2001’S 
advertising 
spending 
dive  shows  signs  of 
tapering,  thanks  to  the 
holiday  season,  it  only 
means  that  the  fourth 

quarter’s  rate  of  decline, 
probably  about  10%, 
may  be  less  bad  than  the 
third  quarter’s. 

And  that’s  not  saying 
much.  This  year,  when 
the  economy  sank 
farther  and  faster  than 
expected,  is  turning  out 
to  be  netvspapers’  worst 
since  the  Great  Depres¬ 
sion  (when  ad  spending 
began  to  be  measured), 
according  to  analysts. 

Competitive  Media 
Reporting  (CMR)  said 
that  daily  newspaper  ad 
revenue  declined  6%  in 
the  first  nine  months  of 
the  year  —  not  quite  as 
steep  as  the  7-8%  decline 
reported  by  the  News¬ 


paper  Association  of 
America  (NAA).  Of 
course,  CMR  also 
reported  national 
newspaper  ad  revenue 
was  down  21%  over  the 
same  period. 

Newspaper  com¬ 
panies  said  this  month 
that  their  ad  revenue 
for  November  was  up 
slightly  over  October 
because  of  better  retail 
results,  most  likely  asso¬ 
ciated  with  holiday  ad 
spending.  Still,  the  ad 
revenue  softness  has 
continued  into  the 
fourth  quarter,  news¬ 
paper  executives  said. 

Based  on  these  early 
reports,  Deutsche  Bank 
Alex.  Brown  analyst 
Peter  Appert  said  he 
expected  fourth-quarter 
newspaper  ad  revenue  to 
fall  about  10%.  That’s 
slightly  better  than  the 
10.3%  decline  in  the 
third  quarter  (as  report¬ 


ed  by  the  NAA),  but  way 
down  from  last  year’s 
fourth  quarter,  when  ad 
revenue  rose  4.1%. 

With  the  classified 
and  national  advertising 
categories  still  down 
sheuply,  all  eyes  are  on 
the  retailing  business  to 
partly  offset  declines  in 
those  categories. 

“What  we’re  seeing 
is  no  near-term  help, 
certainly,  on  the  employ¬ 
ment-advertising  side,  so 
we’re  just  watching 
retail,”  said  Bear,  Steams 
&  Co.  analyst  Kevin 
Graneich,  noting  that 
retailers’  fourth-quarter 
profit  performance  will 
be  crucial  for  forecasting 
future  ad  budgets. 

Amid  all  the  doom- 
and-gloom  talk,  it’s  easy 
to  forget  that  news¬ 
papers  remain  highly 
profitable  cash  engines. 
According  to  newspaper 
analyst  John  Morton, 


the  industry’s  average 
operating  margin  in  the 
first  three  quarters  of  the 
year  was  17-1%,  com¬ 
pared  with  22.5%  last 
year.  As  Gary  Watson, 
president  of  Gannett  Co. 
Inc.’s  newspaper  divi¬ 
sion,  reminded  the  Wall 
Street  crowd  at  an  in¬ 
vestors’  conference  this 
month,  “Think  of  how 
many  businesses  would 
like  to  return  30  cents 
on  the  dollar  in  pretax 
operating  profit.” 

While  double-digit 
declines  in  ad  revenue  at 
papers  such  as  The  New 
York  Times  have  an 
oversize  impact  on  the 
industry,  they  are  atypi¬ 
cal.  A  more  representa¬ 
tive  experience  is  that  of 
Pulitzer  Inc.;  In  the  first 
three  quarters,  ad  rev¬ 
enue  at  its  12  communi¬ 
ty  papers  was  down  only 
1.7%,  versus  the  7-8% 
decline  industrywide.  @

Knight  Ridder  general  battles  critics 
in  newsrooms  and  on  Wall  Street

All  newspaper  companies 
have  had  to  make  hard 
financial  decisions  this 
year,  yet  none  have  had  to  do  so 
under  the  pressure,  internal  and 
external,  faced  by  Knight  Ridder. 

While  Tony  Ridder  has  been  on 
a  cost-cutting  campaign  since 
becoming  chairman  and  CEO  of 
the  company  in  1995,  this  year  his 
profit-maximizing  strategy  led  to  a  full-scale  revolt. 
But  Ridder  isn’t  taking  it  sitting  down. 


For  example,  there  was  Ridder,  in  a  Dec.  10  inter¬ 
view  on  PBS’  “NewsHour  With  Jim  Lehrer,”  explain¬ 
ing  he  did  not  cut  staff  solely  to  raise  profit  margins. 

The  latest  salvo  was  fired  in  a  scathing  3,450-word 
article  in  Fortune  magazine, 
dated  Dec.  24,  which  argued  that, 
in  tiying  to  save  the  company, 
Ridder  has  only  contributed  to 
its  decline,  perhaps  making  it 
vulnerable  to  a  takeover. 

Since  midyear,  Ridder  has 
fought  back,  waging  a  two-front 
war  —  one  against  journalists,  the 
other  against  analysts.  In  a  lengthy 
memo  to  all  company  employees, 
in  advertisements  in  trade  publications,  and  in  inter¬ 
views,  he  has  tried  to  convince  journalists  that  Knight 
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The  spirit  of  giving 
came  early  this  year.

CONTRACT  OK'D 
AT  SON-TIMES' 

By  a  86-72  vote, 
Chicago  News¬

The  National 
Newspaper 
Association  (NNA) 
said  it  “faces  some 
tough  times.”  in  an 
editorial  in  its  ninth¬ 
ly  newsletter,  the 
membership  associa- 
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Ridder  is  as  committed  as  ever  to  prize-winning  re¬ 
porting.  Ridder  has  argued  that  the  cuts  he’s  made  are 
necessary  to  keep  the  company  independent.  If  he 
didn’t  manage  with  an  eye  toward  Wall  Street,  the  ar¬ 
gument  goes,  he  would  invite  a  takeover.  To  analysts, 
he  has  offered  eight  reasons  he’s  optimistic  about  the 
business,  including  strong  cash  generation,  tight  cost 
controls,  and  low  newsprint  prices.  Editorial  excel¬ 
lence  made  the  list,  too. 

The  company  isn’t  doing  half  bad  in  the  eyes  of 
investors:  the  share  price  has  risen  nearly  10%  so  far 
this  year,  compared  with  a  2%  gain  by  the  Standard  & 
Poor’s  Publishing  Index.  Analysts  consider  Knight 
Ridder  to  be  attractive  relative  to  its  peers.  For  one 
thing,  the  company’s  ownership  of  big-city  dailies 
should  lead  it  out  of  the  recession  faster  than  those 
peers,  Merrill  Lynch  analyst  Lauren  Rich  Fine  wrote 
in  a  Dec.  11  research  note. 

Still,  analysts  have  been  impatient  for  the  com¬ 
pany  to  address  cost-cutting.  Prudential  Securities’ 
Steven  N.  Barlow  wrote  Sept.  28  that  while  he  was 
“impressed”  with  Ridder’s  cost  cuts  in  recent  years. 


the  company  hasn’t  been  able  to  slash  as  fast  as 
revenue  declined  this  year,  suggesting  that  the 
company  wasn’t  run  as  tightly  as  once  thought. 

Knight  Ridder  may  have  gotten  more  of  a  drubbing 
in  the  press  than  any  of  its  peers  for  one  simple  rea¬ 
son:  In  addition  to  being  second  only  to  Gannett  Co. 
Inc.  in  daily  U.S.  newspaper  circulation,  it  owns  some 
of  the  most  prized  journalism  properties,  including 
The  Miami  Herald  and  The  Philadelphia  Inquirer. 
And,  unlike  other  businesses,  a  newspaper  is  “a  very 
public  forum,”  said  newspaper  analyst  John  Morton. 

Miles  E.  Groves,  a  newspaper  economist  and  con¬ 
sultant,  said  that  lost  amid  the  debate  about  quality 
journalism  is  the  fact  that  Knight  Ridder  is  investing 
in  the  company’s  future,  through  new  circulation 
systems.  “No  one’s  telling  that  story,”  he  said. 

Ridder  also  has  been  relatively  accessible  to  re¬ 
porters.  That  may  change  in  the  wake  of  the  Fortune 
article.  But  with  an  advertising  recovery  not  expected 
until  the  middle  of  next  year,  and  Ridder  pledging  to 
carve  another  7%  off  personnel  next  year,  it’s  likely 
that  his  public-relations  war  won’t  be  over  soon.  11 


Knight  Ridder:  ‘Good 
newspapers,  bad  press’

AN  Knight  Ridder’s 
newspapers  continue 
to  shine?  Or  will  the 
cuts  aimed  at  bolstering  the 
bottom  line  inevitably  lead  to 
journalistic  decline? 

That  has  been  the  industry’s 
most  contentious  question  since 
San  Jose  (Calif.)  Mercury  News 
Publisher  Jay  T.  Harris  resigned 
early  this  year  rather  than  make 
the  staff  and  coverage  cuts  he 
thought  necessaiy  to  meet 
Knight  Ridder  profit  targets. 

Attempting  to  seize  the  public- 
relations  initiative,  the  company 
recently  distributed  a  “Qualify 
Journalism  Packet”  to  the  media, 
to  make  the  point  that  while 
cutbacks  can  be  cruel,  Knight 
Ridder’s  32  newspapers  still  do 
top-notch  work.  “'There’s  been 
so  much  criticism  in  the  trade 
press,  including  Editor  CJ  Pub¬ 
lisher,  about  the  quality  of  our 
journalism  that  it  was  worth  re¬ 
minding  people  of  the  good  work 
we  do,”  said  Polk  Laffoon  IV, 
Knight  Ridder’s  vice  president  of 
corporate  communications. 


But  Marvin  Kalb,  the  former 
TV  newsman  who  now  serves 
as  executive  director  for  the 
Washington  office  of  Harvard 
University’s  Joan  Shorenstein 
Center  on  the  Press,  Politics, 
and  Public  Policy,  sees  a  good 
news/bad  news  dichotomy  in 
Knight  Ridder’s  efforts  to  high¬ 
light  its  journalistic  viability. 

“It’s  a 
good  thing 
that  they 
feel  the 
need  to  de¬ 
fend  their 
product, 
and  defend 
it  on  the 
basis  of 
good  jour¬ 
nalism,”  Kalb  said  last  week  in  a 
telephone  interview.  “But,  given 
the  specifics  that  affect  Knight 
Ridder  newspapers,  a  very  legiti¬ 
mate  question  remains.  I  praise 
their  adherence  to  qualify  jour¬ 
nalism,  but  I  question,  with  the 
priorities  they  have  established, 
whether  they  will  be  able  to 
continue  that  in  the  future.” 


Some  say  it’s  already  too  late.  j 
The  Dec.  24  issue  of  Fortune 
carries  a  devastating  critique 
of  Chairman  and  CEO  Tony 
Ridder’s  vision,  and  claims 
that  former  “jewels,”  such  as 
The  Philadelphia  Inquirer  and 
The  Miami  Herald,  are  now 
“second-rate  broadsheets.” 

The  “Quality  Journalism 
Packet”  tries  to  counter  such 
judgments,  with  pages  of  awards 
its  papers  have  won  since  1995,  a 
series  on  slavery  in  Sudan,  and 
columns  by  stars  Mitch  Albom, 
Dave  Barry,  and  Leonard  Pitts 
Jr.  “I  suspect  that  some  of  the 
people  who  criticize  us  haven’t 
taken  the  opportunity  to  read  | 
our  newspapers  over  a  period 
of  time  in  order  to  form  their  | 

own  judgments,”  Laffoon  said.

OME  OF  THE  HEADLINES  ANNOUNCING  EnRON 

^Corp.’s  collapse  undoubtedly  appeared  on 
newsprint  made  by  the  company. 

The  Houston-based  energy  giant  created  paper- 
price-based  financial  swaps  in  the  late  1990s,  then 
began  bu)dng  newsprint  mills,  acquiring  its  third  this 
year  and  reportedly  vetting  Abitibi-Consolidated’s 
Port-Alfred  mill  in  Ville  de  la  Baie,  Quebec. 

But  on  Dec.  7,  the  troubled 
company  abruptly  closed  its 
first  mill  —  the  40-year-old 
Garden  State  Paper  Co.  (GSP), 
based  in  Garfield,  NJ.  GSP 
was  the  first  commercially 
successful  manufacturer  of 
newsprint  made  entirely  of 
deinked  fiber  from  repulped 
newspapers.

Michael  K.  Powell  has  set  them  this  task:  Show  the 
prohibition  is  justified  —  or  kiss  it  goodbye. 

Consumer  groups  and  labor  unions  think  they 
can  meet  that  challenge.  In  recent  filings  with  the 
Federal  Communications  Commission  (FCC),  they 
say  the  rule  is  needed  more  than  ever,  because  each 
year  fewer  owners  pump  news  via  a  diminishing 
number  of  outlets. 

Their  portrayal  of  media  — 
big  players  dominating  the 
news  and  sapping  the  contest  of 
ideas  that  animates  democracy 
—  is  hardly  recognizable  from 
the  other  side  of  the  argument. 

In  their  own  comments  to  the 
FCC,  Gannett  Co.  Inc.,  Cox 
Enterprises  Inc.,  Belo,  Tribune 
Co.,  and  others  called  the  1975 
rule  an  outdated  relic  from  a  pre-Internet  world  of  in¬ 
formation  scarcity,  where  W  pictures  arrived  mainly 
through  antennae  rather  than  cables  and  satellite 
dishes.  {Ei^P  previewed  Tribune’s  argument  Dec  3.) 

The  argument  is  joined  in  earnest  because  the  FCC, 
under  Chairman  Powell,  is  deciding  whether  to  retain 
the  cross-ownership  rule.  Parties  have  until  Jan.  7  to 
file  replies  to  comments  filed  by  Dec.  3.  An  FCC  deci¬ 
sion  is  not  expected  before  the  middle  of  next  year. 

In  a  joint  filing,  the  Consumer  Federation  of 
America  and  other  public-interest  groups  advocated 
continued  regulation.  Yes,  they  said,  there  are  more 
TV  outlets  today,  but  the  number  of  local  TV  news 
operations  has  dropped  about  10%.  Yes,  the  Internet 
exists,  but  it  mainly  channels  established  media’s 
news  products.  Yes,  there  are  new  TV  networks,  but 
there  are  one-third  fewer  broadcast  owners  today 
than  25  years  ago.  As  for  newspapers,  they  said,  the 
number  of  daily  newspapers  is  down  nearly  20%, 
while  the  number  of  owners  is  down  almost  two- 
thirds,  to  290  from  860. 

“Multiple  outlets  with  single  owners  are  only  one 
voice,”  the  nonprofits  said.  Newspapers  know  how  to 
return  that  pitch.  In  one  filing,  they  said  there  is  “no 
factual  basis  for  assuming  that  common  ownership 
necessarily  reduces  ...  media  to  a  single,  monolithic 
viewpoint.”  0

WHEN  U.S.  Attorney 

General  John  Ashcroft 
finally  found  a  few 
moments  to  explain  to 
the  Senate  Judiciaiy-  Committee  what  value 
this  administration  places  on  civil  liberties 
as  it  promulgates  ever-more  intrusive  anti¬ 
terrorism  measures,  he  tried  to  break  the 
ice  with  the  senators  by  way  of  a  cute  stoiy. 
It  seems  someone  tells  a  child  the  old 
Christmas  tale  about  a  man  who  keeps  a  list 
of  all  the  boys  and  girls  who  are  naughty  or 
nice.  “Is  he  John  Ashcroft?”  the  child  asks. 

It’s  good  to  know  —  trom 
the  man  who  gave  us  secret 
detentions  of  foreigners  and 
who  wants  to  start  wiretap¬ 
ping  religious  groups,  just 
as  the  FBI  did  in  the  1960s 
—  that  it’s  OK  for  America 
to  start  laughing  again. 

The  problem  is,  the  man 
whose  smirk  suggests  he 
knows  far  more  than  he  can 
safely  share  with  Congress  or  the  American 
people  continues  to  be  maddeningly  vague 
when  it  comes  to  explaining  why,  long 
before  the  terrorism  attacks  of  Sept.  11, 
his  Department  of  Justice  (DOJ)  secretly 
obtained  the  home  telephone  records  of 
Associated  Press  reporter  John  Solomon, 
who  in  a  May  stoiy  quoted  unidentified 
federal  officials  about  results  of  a  wiretap 
in  the  investigation  of  U.S.  Sen.  Robert 
Torricelli,  D-N  J.  Another  senator. 
Republican  Chuck  Grassley  of  Iowa,  says 
he’s  appalled  at  this  apparent  effort  to 
identify  a  repiorter’s  sources  and  intimidate 
government  whistleblowers. 

Ashcroft  has  recused  himself  from  the 
Torricelli  investigation,  but,  judging  by 
their  very  belated  response  to  a  Sept.  4

letter  from  Grassley,  the  attorney  general’s 
DOJ  underlings  are  well-schooled  in  his 
secretive  and  dismissive  style.  Grassley  had 
asked  why  Solomon  did  not  find  out  until 
August  that  his  phone  records  had  been 
obtained  three  months  earlier.  The  Nov. 

28  reply  from  Assistant  Attorney  General 
Daniel  J.  Bryant  was  enough  to  trigger 
nostalgia  in  anyone  who  wallowed  in 
Watergate  back  in  the  mid-’70s. 

There’s  the  nonresponse  response:  Asked 
how  Ashcroft  interprets  regulations  on  sub¬ 
poenaing  journalists,  Biyant  blandly  writes, 
“The  Attorney  General’s 
view  is  that  these  regula¬ 
tions  are  very  clear  in 
their  purpose  and  intent.” 
There’s  the  modified 
limited  hang-out:  Bryant’s 
letter  appears  to  contain 
plenty  of  information,  but, 
as  Grassley  notes  in  a  fhis- 
trated  Dec.  6  follow-up,  it 
is  actually  “impossible  to 
judge  whether  the  Justice  Department,  in 
the  case  of  Mr.  Solomon,  acted  in  accor¬ 
dance  with  its  previous  behavior.”  (Solo¬ 
mon’s  case  appears  to  be  the  only  one  of 
88  journalist  subpoenas  in  which  the  DOJ 
waited  until  the  last  statutory  moment  to 
tell  the  reporter  it  had  phone  records  that 
could  possibly  bum  a  confidential  source.) 

But,  most  of  all,  there  was  that  sine 
qua  non  of  Watergate  —  the  stonewall. 
Grassley,  journalists,  and  Americans  in 
general  don’t  know  now  much  more  than 
we  did  when  this  Plumberslike  secret 
subpoena  was  revealed  last  summer. 
Grassley  is  demanding  a  “full  accounting” 
of  the  Solomon  case  by  Jan.  8.  Reporters  — 
and  their  sources  —  should  be  grateful  for 
the  senator’s  perseverance.

J  old  when  Doug  Ray  realized  that  2001  was 

going  to  be  even  worse  than  anyone  had 
expected  at  the  Daily  Herald  in  Arlington 
Heights,  a  Chicago  suburb. 

“We  had  a  good  idea  how  bad  things  were  going  to  be  by 
the  second  Sunday  of  the  year,  when  we  ran  our  first 
‘Super  Sunday,’  the  biggest  day  of  the  year  for  recruitment 
classifieds.  Our  ‘Super  Sunday’  wasn’t  super  —  it  was 
poor,”  says  Ray,  who  on  Jan.  1  adds  the  title  CEO  to  those 
of  president  and  chief  operating  officer  at  the  Daily 
Herald’s  parent  Paddock  Publications  Inc. 

A  couple  of  weeks  later,  the  Daily  Herald  cut  employee 
hours  and  wages  roughly  5%.

that  ‘Super  Sunday'  signal  allowed  us  to 
make  the  early  contingencies  that  helped  us 
avoid  more  dramatic  and  hurtfid  cuts  later 
on,"  Ray  adds. 

Newspapers  across  the  nation  came  into 
this  year  expecting  a  slump,  but  still  hopeful 
it  would  be  a  "soft  landing,"  the  kind  of 
manageable  slowdown  that  can  be  quickly  — 
and  predictably  —  turned  around.  They  were 
soon  disabused  of  that  notion. 

"Outlook  2001"  cover  stoiy  on  Jan.  22 
proved  prescient.  It  featured  a  painting 
of  Charles  Foster  Kane,  the  Hearstian 
publisher  of  "Citizen  Kxine,"  selling  pencils 
on  the  street,  under  the  co\'er  line.  "How  Bad 
Will  It  Get?"  The  headline  inside  predicted  it 
would  be  ‘The  Year  of  Lixing  Dangerously." 

“W^ien  the  first-quarter  numbers  came  in, 
we  said.  ‘Uh-oh,'"  recalls  John  F.  Stumi.

From  the  oldest  cities  to  the  newest,  newspapers  invest  and  build 

BY  JIM  ROSENBERG 

Recession  or  no,  newspapers  nationwide  are 
pursuing  production-plant  projects  —  including 
plans  to  put  a  new  plant  in  a  new  planned  city,  as 
well  as  a  fresh  start  for  a  recently  divorced  joint¬ 
operating-agreement  partner. 

As  the  economy  was  slumping  into  recession,  the  New  York  Post’s 
new  river-view  plant  went  into  production,  and  it’s  been  a  busy 
year  ever  since.  Alabama  alone  had  at  least  four  projects  in 
progress,  ranging  from  planning  to  near  completion.  By  early  fall. 


The  St.  Augustine  (Fla.)  Record’s  entire 
staff  h£id  moved  into  new  quarters;  the 
Johnson  Newspaper  Corp.  was  nearing 
completion  of  a  17,000-square-foot  plant 
in  Massena,  N.Y.,  where  a  12-unit 
Dauphin  Graphic  Machines  model  440 
will  take  over  from  two  other  sites  now 
printing  three  dailies  (and  two  weeklies) 
other  than  the  publisher’s  flag¬ 
ship  Watertown  Daily  Times; 
construction  continued  at 
Advance  Publications’ 

SjTacuse  (N.Y.)  Newspapers 
and  at  the  King  County 
(Wash.)  Journal  Newspapers; 
companies  in  the  early  sfr^es 
of  projects  included  suburban- 
Chicago’s  Paddock  Publica¬ 
tions  Inc.  and  Pennsylvania’s 
Calkins  Newspapers;  and  Ad¬ 
vance’s  Booth  Newspapers  Inc. 
in  Michigan  was  seeing  a  spurt  of  projects 
resulting  from  production  modernization. 

The  day  after  Thanksgiving,  The 
Roanoke  (Va.)  Times  broke  ground  for  its 
$31.6-million,  52,000-square-foot  plant. 
To  be  linked  by  a  skywalk  to  the  paper’s 
current  building,  the  production  facility’s 
press  hall  will  rise  70  feet  over  six  towers 
of  the  country’s  first  Heidelberg  Main¬ 
stream  press  —  to  be  visible  through  a 


glass-and-brick  front  wall.  Roanoke 
was  an  early  computer-to-plate  (CTP) 
site,  and  project  director  Chip  Harris 
earlier  cited  savings  from  the  one-plate- 
around,  four-page-wide  Mainstream’s 
“significant”  savings  on  plate  and  process¬ 
ing  chemistry  costs.  Harris  also  credited 
Heidelberg’s  engineers  with  “working 


closely  with  our  architects  and  contrac¬ 
tors  in  planning  the  design  of  our  new 
press  facility.” 

Another  so-called  l-by-4  or  straight-only 
press,  a  Regioman  from  MAN  Roland,  was 
selected  for  a  project  announced  early  lliis 
year,  after  the  Hawaii  Newspaper  Agency 
ended  with  the  purchase  and  separate 
operation  of  the  HonolvJu  Star-Bulletin. 
Toward  its  2004  operating  target,  “eveiy- 


I  thing  seems  to  be  going  as  planned,”  said 
Marly  Black,  The  Honolulu  Advertisers 
production  director  since  April,  after  being 
lured  fix)m  his  job  as  The  Seattle  Times’ 
prepress  manager  hy  Advertiser  Production 
Vice  President  Bill  Bogert,  who  is  focusing 
attention  on  the  new-plant  project 

The  152,098-circulation  Gannett  Co.  Inc. 
daily  will  erect  a  150,000-square-foot 
building  close  to  Oahu’s  east-west  highway, 
on  11.6  acres  in  Kapolei  —  a  master- 
planned  second  city  about  20  mUes  west  of 
Honolulu,  across  Pearl  Harbor  in  Honolulu 
County.  Created  by  the  Campbell  Estate,  a 
trust  that  must  divest  its  holdings  by  2007, 
Kapolei  is  designed  for  self-sufficiency  and 
global  business,  with  industrial,  commer¬ 
cial/retail,  residential,  agricultural,  resort, 
and  recreation  areas,  plus  schools,  govern¬ 
ment  buildings,  and  its  own  harbor. 

“It  was  just  about  the  only  place  on  the  is¬ 
land  where  we  could  get  the  space  we  need¬ 
ed  and  build  there,  too,”  said  Black,  “There’s 
not  that  much  .space  left  on  the  island.”

NOW  THAT  IVE  got  YOUR  ATTENTION,  A  CAVEAT:  I  AM 

neither  pundit  nor  expert.  I  am  a  baby  boomer, 
and  I  spend  most  of  my  leisure  time  with  just  plain 
working  folk,  not  with  journalists  or  other  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  so-called  “information  class.”  What 
follows  is  the  product  of  observation,  not  education  or  politics  or 
philosophy  or  worldview.  So  here  goes:  What  ended  on  Sept.  11, 
2001,  at  once  and  forever,  was  the  1960s.  It  has  been  quite  difficult

Ftee love (“Love  the 
One  You’re  With,” 
Stephen  Stills).  We  have 
a  generation’s  worth  of 
broken  homes,  single 
parents,  and  children  of 
lunatics  who  go  off  to 
fight  wars  against  them¬ 
selves.  In  the  movie 
“Getting  Strai^t,”  a  youthfiil  Elliott  Gould 
plays  a  schlump  named  Harry  who,  during 
his  masters  oral,  witnesses  a  riot  breaking 
out  on  his  coUege  campus.  His  observation 
was  right  on  when  he  mused  that  the  riot¬ 
ing  students  really  were  not  particularly 
consumed  by  the  cause  but  instead  driven 
by  the  desire  to  have  sexual  intercourse. 


The  brotherhood  of  man  (“Playing  in 
the  Band,”  Gratefiil  Dead,  or  “We’re  All 
Playing  in  the  Same  Band,”  Bert  Sonuner).

Fact  is,  while  the  boomers 
may  be  in  charge  of  everything  now,  it  is 
not  those  who  are  in  charge  who  make 
things  change.  It  is  they  who  are  the  targets 
of  change.  The  only  thing  the  boomers  are 
going  to  change  now  is  how  Social  Security 
benefits  are  to  be  distributed. 

And  speaking  of  change,  there  is  the 
concept  that  change  itself  is  good 
(“Changes,”  David  Bowie),  which  was  pretty 
much  Bill  Clinton’s  platform  in  the  ’92 
elections.  (Whatever  happened  to  him,  any¬ 
way?)  Change  —  especially  rapid,  frequent 
change  —  is  not  necessarily  a  good  thing. 
Witness  the  new  accoimting  standards  that 
led  to  the  overstatement  of  corporate  earn¬ 
ings  during  the  ’90s  by  as  much  as  20%, 
thereby  negating  the  much-ballyhooed 
increase  in  productivity,  which  explains 
why  the  economy  is  such  a  mess  now. 

Actually,  the  ’60s  have  been  over  for  a 
long  time,  but  there  still  are  many  who  are 
in  denial  about  it  When  the  planes  hit  the 
World  Trade  Center  and  the  Pentagon  on 
Sept  11,  however,  the  last  wisps  of  that  ha:y 
’60s  utopianism  disappeared  into  the  ozone 
much  the  same  way  as  did  the  cloud  of  pot 
smoke  that  hung  above  Woodstock  over  an 
August  weekend  in  the  summer  of ’69. 

To  prove  I’m  not  the  “cold-hearted  orb 
that  rules  the  night”  (“Nights  in  White 
Satin,”  Moody  Blues),  I’ll  toss  a  nod  to  the 
greatness  of  the  ’60s  with  the  words  of 
Dan  Rowan,  who  used  to  say  to  Dick 
Martin,  “Say  good  night,  Dick.”
